Hi Donna,

Getting back to you about the framing question. It is legally fine to frame the Administrator's personal items for display in
his office as long as it is done in a way that is removable and the frames are reusable, i.e. they do not have to be
destroyed to retrieve the item at the end of his time in office.

Also, any extramural expenses for this purpose will count against the Administrator's $5,000 cumulative allowance for
furnishing, redecorating, and purchasing furniture, and making improvements without providing advance notice to
congressional appropriations committees under Section 710 of the annual appropriations act. This would include, for
example, the purchase of new frames and the cost of any external contractor framing and/or installation service. We
would exclude any internal EPA “free” repurposed property and the costs of our normal facilities staff and on-call facilities
contractors who, by virtue of the contract type and pricing, are paid regardless of what exactly they do. Please let Juanita
know the total extramural expenses so she can keep track of this limit.
